Marin Set To Fete Dawn Of 60s

Thousands of Marinites are 
expected to watch the count 
down tonight as the pendulum 
swings out the final seconds of 
1959 and a new year and a new 
decade blast off. 
Marin's many night spots are 
girding for their biggest night 
of the year. 
In San Rafael the moment 
of change will be heralded by 
the playing of “Auld Lang 
Syne’’ from the carillon organ 


at the Northwestern Savings 
and Loan Assn. building at 
Fifth avenue and B street. 
The chimes will ring out 
from the newiv installed loud­ 
speakers atop the building. 
The tradition of ringing bells 
to mark the New Year's advent, 
according to one source, was 
started about 2000 B.C. in 
Mesopotamia when someone 
initiated the custom of beating 
a tattoo on a brass kettle. 
And tonight, amid confetti, 
balloons and other traditional 


paraphernalia. Marin merry­ 
makers can be expected to 
make some noise of their own 
—perhaps with some nostalgia 
for the past and some optimism 
for the future. 
Marin residents will thus be 
among millions throughout the 
w orld who are marking the full 
swing of one cycle and the be­ 
ginning of another. 
The year starting tomorrow 
will have an extra day in Feb­ 
ruary, to make up the de­ 
ficiency created by the Gre­ 


gorian calendar’s shortage of 
a few hours each year. Tradi­ 
tion has it that the supposedly 
shy female can become the ag­ 
gressor during such a ‘‘Leap 
Year," and ask the man of her 
choice to marry' her. 
To law enforcement officers 
and to those who make a prac­ 
tice of compiling traffic acci­ 
dent statistics, the advent of 
the New Year has a sinister 
connotation. 
In an effort to make the an­ 
nual celebration a brighter one 


for all concerned, Capt. T. F. 
Parnow, commander of the 
California Highway Patrol of­ 
fice in San Rafael, has appeal­ 
ed to motorists to drive with 
extra caution along traffic- 
jammed roads and highways.

Dogs Knocked 


Cold By Bullet 
A Marin magazine illustrator 
was knocked unconscious when 
he was struck by a bullet while 
running his dogs. 
Deputy Sheriff Edmond Mau- 
berret of the Marin City sub­ 
station identified the victim as 
Robert Sternloff of 381-A Todd 
way, Homestead Valley. 
Mauberret said he planned to 
question Sternloff this after­ 
noon and said he had only 
sketchy information on the 
matter. He said a Marin Mu­ 
nicipal Water District employee 
reported the shooting. 
Mauberret said he under­ 
stands that Sternloff, a maga­ 
zine illustrator for wild life 
publications, was running his 
pet beagles on Tennessee Val­ 
ley road when the shooting oc­ 
curred. 
Mauberret said his prelim­ 
inary report indicates the ar­ 
tist s glasses w'ere knocked off 
and broken, and that a small 
caliber bullet grazed his head 
and knocked him out. 
He said the sheriff's depart­ 
ment had no clue as to the 
source of the shot. 


Andrew Joseph. Peri, 55, Fair­ 
fax police chief for 34 years, 
died unexpectedly of a heart 
attack yesterday at Ross Gen­ 
eral Hospital, a short time after 
he became ill at wrork. 
He was the oldest police chief 
in point of service in Marin— 
and he had been the youngest 
police chief in California when 
he was appointed, at the age 
of 21. 
Peri had returned to work 
after lunch yesterday w'hen he 
suffered chest pains. An officer 
drove him to his home at 1607 
Sir Francis Drake boulevard 
and a doctor was called. 
The chief was taken to the 
hospital by the doctor and 
placed in an oxygen tent. He 
died 45 minutes later. 
Fairfax Mayor Edward A. 
Smith said Pen's death “was a 
shock to all of us. We can re­ 
member him mainly for the 
boys he kept out of prison, 
rather than the ones he put in.” 
Carl Mead Jr., Mill Valley 
police officer and president of 
the Marin County Peace Offi­ 
cers Assn., said Peri was a 
“very, very fine gentleman and 
a fine chief of police. He had

MOSCOW rtrP!>—Russia's lead­ 
ing nuclear blast expert today 
effectively retracted the Soviet 
charg e that the United States

Prof. E. K. Federov. chief 
Soviet deleg ate to the Geneva 
nuclear test talks, said the U. S. 
underg round blasts mentioned 
yesterday by the Communist 
org an Pravda were ‘‘chemical 
explosions simulating nuclear 
explosions.” 
Federov's clarification was a 
passing rem ark in a statement 
that was g enerally critical of 
the U. S. stand on detection of 
underg round nuclear tests. 
In Manchester, Eng land, the 
Guardian reported receiving a 
telephone call from a Pravda 
editor in London saying that 
yesterday’s story should not he 
interpreted 
as an accusation 
ag ainst the United States.

MOSCOW ITP— Russia’s lead­ 
ing nuclear blast expert today 
effectively retracted the Soviet 
charge that the United States 
has 
been 
conducting 
u n d e r ­ 
ground nuclear tests, 
Prof. E. K. Federov. chief 
Soviet delegate to the Geneva 
nuclear test talks, said the U. S. 
underground blasts mentioned 
yesterday by the Communist 
organ Pravda were “ chemical 
explosions simulating nuclear 
explosions." 
Federo v s clarification was a 
passing r e m a rk in a statement 
that was generally critical of 
the U. S. stand on detection of 
underground nuclear tests. 
In Manchester. England, the 
Guardian reported receiving a 
telephone call from a Pravda 
editor in London saying that 
yesterday's story should not be 
in terpreted as 
an accusation 
against the United States.

Treasury hopes to cut the na­ 
tional debt by five and one-half 
or six billion dollars in the next 
six months, but apparently not 
enough to avoid another tem- 
>ry boost in the debt ceil­ 
ing. 
ne debt is now 291 billion 
dollars. The Treasury said yes­ 
terday it expects by the end of 
June to reduce the total to 285 
or 2 8 5 4 billion 
The current tem porary debt 
limit drops automatically on 
June 30 to 285 billion So the 
Treasury's estimates 
indicate 
Congress will have to be asked 
again for another temporary 
increase in the ceiling. 
Even if reductions bring the 
limit to less than 285 billion by 
June 30, provisions have to be 
j made for the last half of the 
I year when tax receipts drop 
and expenditures usually sur­ 
pass receipts. 
The Treasury expects to pay 
: off 10 billion dollars of matur­ 
ing debt by June 30 But in the 
same period, it will borrow four 
to four and one-half billion in 
new cash.

S. Korea Denies; 
Its Ship Fired | 
On Russ Vessel

Korea today denied a Soviet 
charge that a South Korea war­ 
ship fired on an unarmed Sov­ 
iet survey ship off the North 
Korean coast Monday.

The navy Issued an initial 
statement saying that a North 
Korean ship probably carried 
out the attack by mistake and 
that the Korean Reds were try ­ 
ing to p m the blame on South 
Korea. 


A navy spokesman also re­ 
ported that South Korean navy 
ships had “sighted gunfire” in 
the area of the reported attack. 
But later both these statements 
were ordered deleted from the 
official navy statement on the 
charge. 
No explanation 
was 
given. 


The navy said its ships do 
not operate as far north as the 
point of the alleged attack— 30 
miles off the North Korean 
coast and 36 miles north of the 
South Korean boundary.

Koreans from Japan to North 
Korea.

Sylvester, who lived with his 
sister, Eudora Sylvester, 64. at 
House 95 in Marin City, had 
gone out writh Hick s, who lives 
with his wife Marian, at House 
108, in Hick s’ 12-foot single out­ 
board motor fishing boat after 
striped bass around noontime. 
Hick s said they had k nown each 
other for five years and had 
been fishing companions two 
or three years. 
‘T he w’ater was calm when 
we w’ent out.” Hick s later said. 
They caught their limit of 
striped bass and s.arted back , 
to be overwhelmed by a squall 
near the end of the Marin Rod 
and Gun Club pier. Observers 
thought the boat capsized when 
caught in a trough as it started 
to turn. 
“Sylvester shifted his weight 
I think —it could be that or 
of the fish got loose in t ’ 
boat,” said Hick s. “Joe was i 
very heavy man, maybe 250 
pounds. 
“All I k now is that we over­ 
turned.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
A Decade Ends Tonight, But 
We're Off On A New One 


A decade ends at midnight tonight. It 
was 10 crowded, hectic y ears for Marin 
County . The major problem was people 
— lots of them — thousands of them. 
And the end is not y et in sight. Ev en 
more thousands will come to the county 
in the 196 0s, bringing more and bigger 
problems with them. 
In 195 0 Marin had a cozy little popu­ 
lation of 8 5 .6 19 . That included a “ rec­ 
ord” growth in the prev ious 10 y ears, 
brought about by the opening of the 
Golden Gate Bridge. But today , the 
State Department of Finance estimates 
there are 14 4 .6 00 residents in Marin, a 
population gain of more than 7 0 per 
cent. 
With Marin, the Independent-J ournal 
has grown. In 19 5 0 we had 12.5 6 0 sub­ 
scribers serv ed from our San Rafael 
office. Today we are approaching the 
27 ,000 mark, cov ering the county from 
three additional offices spread from 
Nov ato to Southern Marin and a new 
and modernized one in San Rafael. And 
we’ll be growing in the nex t 10 y ears as 
well. 


In 195 0 deadly Waldo grade squeezed 
cars through a single tunnel on four 
lanes of highway , while north of San 
Rafael Highway 101 swung its death 
strip from three to four lanes and back 
to three in a trav esty on safety . 
The 
Black Point cutoff, just two lanes wide, 
furnished more than its share of the 
accident statistics. 


Today a div ided six -lane freeway 
reaches from the Golden Gate Bridge to 
San Rafael, and four lanes, most of the 
distance div ided, from San Rafael to 
Sonoma County and across the Black 
Point cutoff. 


But ev en this improv ed transport 
route hasn't been able to keep up with 
the traffic. The Golden Gate Bridge is 
preparing to spend 2xh million dollars 
to prov ide four-lane traffic in the direc­ 
tion of the peak traffic. The Bay Area 
Rapid Transit District, which didn't 
ev en ex ist when the 195 0s started, will 
hav e a definite plan within six months 
for presentation to the v oters. There's 
still a question as to whether Marin will 
be in or out of the plan. 


The proposed San Francisco-Tiburon 
Bridge became a bitter battle which 
lapsed into a temporary truce. Crowded 
Highway 101 promises a renewal long 
before the century is two-thirds gone. 


The now modest county airport pro­ 
gram, a thing which didn’t ev en ex ist a 
decade ago, will be enlarged and ex ­ 
panded in the nex t 10 y ears. With it 
will come an increase in industrial de­ 
v elopment and the tourist trade, both 
aimed at bringing a wider tax base to 
Marin to stem the ev er-increasing tax

load on the property owners. 
For 10 y ears we hav e battled ov er 
how to house our county gov ernment. 
It looks like the 196 0s will see the prob­ 
lem solv ed. 
Some progress has been made in con­ 
solidation of local gov ernmental serv ­ 
ices, with cities and the county going 
together on assessing and tax collecting 
procedures. 
This trend will increase 
and speed up in the nex t 10 y ears, elim­ 
inating many of the artificial and ov er- 
lapping boundaries which jig-saw our 
county . 
Smog, about which we were twitted 
when we reported its dangers not many 
y ears ago, came to Marin and the rest 
of the Bay Area. Now we seek way s of 
controlling it. 
Our schools, which hav e done a rather 
remarkable job in the county in keeping 
pace with our mushroom growth, will 
get no respite in the y ears ahead. Ev en 
the county ’s major high schools, which 
hav e increased from three in 195 0 to 
sev en today , with an eighth under con­ 
struction, will hav e to be enlarged. Our 
junior college hasn't really felt the 
surge of new students— but it will. Per­ 
haps so too will the North Bay State 
College, if we are successful in getting 
it established in the Nov ato area. 
And while we hav e made great strides 
in each of these fields, we will soon need 
to take concrete action for importing 
water to the county , for prov iding a rec­ 
reational area fronting on the Bay , for 
improv ing the county roads, for solv ing 
the bottleneck dev eloping on Sir Francis 
Drake Boulev ard, for new city facilities 
in sev eral of our cities, and for parking 
practically ev ery where. 
We hav e seen the demise of the ferry ­ 
boat and of the passenger train to 
Eureka. The old Marin City is fast dis­ 
appearing to be replaced by a new ty pe 
of housing. The agricultural lands hav e 
begun to disappear as homes sprout 
in pastures, but nowhere's near as fast 
as they will in the nex t 10 y ears. 
We will see our tidelands begin to 
fill in; perhaps y ou’ll be able to driv e 
out to the Marin Islands. Inv erness and 
Stinson Beach will grow as tourist at­ 
tractions, as Sausalito and Belv edere- 
Tiburó n hav e in recent y ears. 
We’v e had problems before and we’ll 
hav e them in the future with juv enile 
delinquents, the elder citizens, the un­ 
fortunates, and the ill. 
But we'll tackle these and other prob­ 
lems as we go along, planning for them 
as best 
we can and meeting them face 
to face 
when they get here. We hav e 
learned that regardless of the problems 
and the heartaches ahead, we are liv ing 
in the best county 
in the best state 
in the best nation 
in the world — 
Marv elous Marin.

WASHINGTON — The sea ­ 
son of hope and giv ing is a 
good tim e to ex amine how the 
political parties followed up 
their 19 5 6 conv ention plat­ 
form promises, made so easily 
as they chose their candidates 
for President. 
After three y ears of effort 
by a Republican administra­ 
tion and a Democratic-control- 
led Congress, most pledges 
are y et to be redeemed. 
Congressional Quarterly ex ­ 
amined the 195 6 platforms, 
plank by plank, and then trac­ 
ed specific action — or inac­ 
tion — in each field. Here is 
a summary of the highlights. 


THE ONE clear-cut promise 
kept was that of statehood for 
Hawaii and Alaska. Both par­ 
ties endorsed statehood. Alas­ 
ka became the 4 9 th state of 
the union in 19 5 8 and Hawaii 
the 5 0th this y ear. 
Both parties promised “ full 
parity ” for farmers, but the 
farmers’ parity ration stood 
at 8 2 in 19 5 7 , 8 5 in 19 5 8 and 
8 1 for the first 11 months of 
195 9. 
Parity is the ratio between 
prices paid by farmers and 
prices receiv ed by farmers for 
their agricultural products. A 
compromise conserv ation re­ 
serv e program was passed and 
signed, fulfilling in part an­ 
other promise made by both 
parties. 


• NEITHER PARTY liv ed 
up to its pledge to prov ide fed­ 
eral aid to school construction. 
The Republican p l a t f or m 
urged a fiv e-y ear f e d e r a l 
school construction program. 
Although the President asked 
for construction aid in 195 7 , 
he did not mention it in 195 8 
and. in 19 5 9 , he changed the 
request to one for federal sup­ 
port for local school bonds. 
The Democratic platform 
also pledged “ federal fiancing 
to assist sta tes and local com-

munities to build schools.” 
But the House in 19 5 9 killed 
a school construction bill. A 
Democratic - sponsored 
c o n ­ 
struction bill is now bottled 
up in the Democratic-control- 
led House Rules Committee. 


• Both platforms contained 
general pledges to ex tend civ il 
rights and elim inate discrim­ 
ination. 
In 
195 7 , 
Congress 
passed its first civ il rights 
legislation in 7 5 y ears, with 
the v igorpus support of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower. D e s p i t e 
pressure for further c i v i l 
rights legislation in 19 5 9 , the 
only action was ex tension for 
two y ears of the Civ il Rights 
Commission, which was set up 
in the 195 7 bill. 


• T H E D E M O C R A T S ’ 
promise to labor was deliv er­ 
ed in rev erse. In 19 5 6 , the 
Democratic platform said “ we 
unequiv ocally adv ocate repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley Act . . .” 
The labor reform bill passed 
this y ear included four pro­ 
v isions specifica lly strength­ 
ening the Taft-Hartley Act; a 
majority of Democrats v oted 
for it. 


The Republicans promised 
to “ rev ise and improv e” Taft- 
Hartley . They strongly sup­ 
ported the 195 9 labor reform 
bill, which also contained a 
“ bill of rights” for union mem­ 
bers. 


• BOTH PARTIES followed 
through on their pledges to 
continue 
foreign 
aid. 
The 
Democrats promised a “ realis­ 
tic reappraisal” of the foreign 
aid program. 


Early in 195 7 , the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
completed an ex haustiv e study 
of foreign aid. Among other 
things, it recommended a re­ 
v olv ing fund for dev elopment 
J oans, which was set up. How­ 
ev er, effort to put the Dev el­ 
opment Loan Fund on a long­ 
term basis met with resista nce 
first in Congress and la ter in 
the administration and t h e 
DLF still must get y ear-to- 
y ear appropriations. 


Congress and the adminis­ 
tration hav e one more y ear 
in which to follow through 
on the many other pledges 
made in 195 6 .

Congress Will Face Demands For 


Tighter Control On Firearms 


Before the nex t session of 
Congress is far along, there 
will be a strong demand by 
law enforcem ent agencies and 
public opinion generally to 
tighten control ov er the pri­ 
v ate possession of firearms. 


Attention will be focused 
on how teen-age gangs, as well 
as professional criminals, can 
get their hands on all kinds 
of lethal weapons. 


Congress will need to take 
care, I think, not to pass in­ 
discriminately a lot of restric­ 
tions which either cannot be 
enforced or which can pos­ 
sibly 
do 
more 
harm 
than 
good. 


I AM NOT suggesting th a t 
no new legislation is in order. 
There are two sides to this 
matter and neither should be 
lightly dismissed. 
They pre­ 
sent a dilemma which must 
be resolv ed prudently . 


T h e r e 
is 
the 
need 
to 
protect people from illicit or 
incompetent use of firearms 
and there is the need to pre­ 
serv e the citizen’s right to pro­ 
tect him self and to use wea­ 
pons responsibly for recrea­ 
tion. 


This points out the basic 
difference in the two v iew­ 
points which bear upon the 
regulation of firearms among 
those who stress the danger 
in widespread ownership of 
such weapons and those who 
see the danger in the lack of 
a well-armed citizenry trained 
in their proper use. 


THE INCREASE 
in juv e­ 
nile v iolence has g r e a t l y 
strengthened the demand for 
stricter general superv ision of 


the ownership of lethal wea­ 
pons. 
New York Supreme Court 
J ustice J ohn E. Cone, who 
heads a committee to ban 
teen-age weapons, told a Sen­ 
ate J udiciary inv estigation of 
juv enile 
delinquency t h a t 
nearly 7 00 y ouths aged 16 
through 20 had been arrested 
in New York City in 195 8 for 
possessing 
dangerous 
wea­ 
pons, an increase of almost 
7 00 per cent since 394 0. 
A surv ey of 133 distributors 
of switchblades showed that 
7 5 per cent, of their mail or­ 
ders come from juv eniles un­ 
der 20; more than two-fifths 
of the group were between 
the ages of 11 and 15 . 
Guns are widely adv ertised 
for 
shipment to indiv idual 
p u r c h a s e r s in periodicals 
which appeal to teen-agers. 
The prices are often within 
the reach of their pocket- 
books. Although firearms are 
barred from the U.S. mails, 
orders for them may be trans­ 
m itted by mail. 


THE NATIONAL Rifle Asso- 
ciation 
and 
v arious sports­ 
m en’s organization argue that 
ov er-restrictiv e laws on the 
ownership of firearms make 
it harder for law-abiding per­ 
sons to defend them selv es and 
depriv e the nation of v aluable 
skills. 


But the National Rifle As­ 
sociation proposes one piece 
of legislation 
which 
might 
usefully be carried further. It 
fav ors a law which is now in 
effect in a dozen streets ahd 
which requires that the appli­ 
cant for a hunter's license 
pass a course in safe gun han­ 
dling before he can legally 
possess a hunting weapon.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
A Decade Ends Tonight, But 
We're Off On A New One 


A decade ends at midnight tonight. It 
was 10 crowded, hectic years for Marin 
County. The major problem was people 
— lots of them — thousands of them. 
And the end is not yet in sight. Even 
more thousands will come to the county 
in the 1960s, bringing more and bigger 
problems with them. 
in 1950 Marin had a cozy little popu­ 
lation of 85,619. That included a “rec­ 
ord” growth in the previous 10 years, 
brought about by the opening of the 
Golden Gate Bridge. But today, the 
State Department of Finance estimates 
there are 144.600 residents in Marin, a 
population gain of more than 70 per 
cent. 
With Marin, the Independent-Journal 
has grown. In 1950 we had 12,560 sub­ 
scribers served from our San Rafael 
office. Today we are approaching the 
27,000 mark, covering the county from 
three additional offices spread from 
Novato to Southern Marin and a new 
and modernized one in San Rafael. And 
we’ll be growing in the next 10 years as 
well. 
In 1950 deadly Waldo grade squeezed 
cars through a single tunnel on four 
lanes of highway, while north of San 
Rafael Highway 101 swung its death 
strip from three to four lanes and back 
to three in a travesty on safety. 
The 
Black Point cutoff, just two lanes wide, 
furnished more than its share of the 
accident statistics. 
Today a divided six-lane freeway 
reaches from the Golden Gate Bridge to 
San Rafael, and four lanes, most of the 
distance divided, from San Rafael to 
Sonoma County and across the Black 
Point cutoff. 
But even this improved transport 
route hasn’t been able to keep up with 
the traffic. The Golden Gate Bridge is 
preparing to spend 
million dollars 
to provide four-lane traffic in the direc­ 
tion of the peak traffic. The Bay Area 
Rapid Transit District, which didn't 
even exist when the 1956s started, will 
have a definite plan within six months 
for presentation to the voters. There's 
still a question as to whether Marin will 
be in or out of the plan. 


The proposed San Francisco-Tiburón 
Bridge became a bitter battle which 
lapsed into a temporary truce. Crowded 
Highway 101 promises a renewal long 
before the century is two-thirds gone. 


The now modest county airport pro­ 
gram, a thing which didn’t even exist a 
decade ago, will be enlarged and ex­ 
panded in the next 10 years. With it 
will come an increase in industrial de­ 
velopment and the tourist trade, both 
aimed at bringing a wider tax base to' 
Marin to stem the ever-increasing tax

load on the property owners. 
For 10 years we have battled over 
how to house our county government. 
It looks like the 1960s will see the prob­ 
lem solved. 
Some progress has been made in con­ 
solidation of local governmental serv­ 
ices, with cities and the county going 
together on assessing and tax collecting 
procedures. 
This trend will increase 
and speed up in the next 10 years, elim­ 
inating many of the artificial and over­ 
lapping boundaries which jig-saw our 
county. 
Smog, about which we were twitted 
when we reported its dangers not many 
years ago, came to Marin and the rest 
of the Bay Area. Now we seek ways of 
controlling it. 
Our schools, which have done a rather 
remarkable job in the county in keeping 
pace with our mushroom growth, will 
get no respite in the years ahead. Even 
the county’s major high schools, which 
have increased from three in 1950 to 
seven today, with an eighth under con­ 
struction, will have to be enlarged. Our 
junior college hasn't really felt the 
surge of new students— but it will. Per­ 
haps so too will the North Bay State 
College, if we are successful in getting 
it established in the Novato area. 
And while we have made great strides 
in each of these fields, we will soon need 
to take concrete action for importing 
water to the county, for providing a rec­ 
reational area fronting on the Bay, for 
improving the county roads, for solving 
the bottleneck developing on Sir Francis 
Drake Boulevard, for new city facilities 
in several of our cities, and for parking 
practically everywhere. 
We have seen the demise of the ferry­ 
boat and of the passenger train to 
Eureka. The old Marin City is fast dis­ 
appearing to be replaced by a new type 
of housing. The agricultural lands have 
begun to disappear as homes sprout 
in pastures, but nowhere's near as fast 
as they will in the next 10 years. 
We will see our tidelands begin to 
fill in; perhaps you’ll be able to drive 
out to the Marin Islands. Inverness and 
Stinson Beach will grow as tourist at­ 
tractions. as Sausalito and Belvedere- 
Tiburón have in recent years. 
We've had problems before and we’ll 
have them in the future with juvenile 
delinquents, the elder citizens, the un­ 
fortunates, and the ill. 
But we'll tackle these and other prob­ 
lems as we go along, planning for them 
as best we can and meeting them face 
to face when they get here. We have 
learned that regardless of the problems 
and the heartaches ahead, we are living 
in the best county in the best state 
in the best nation in the world __ 
Marvelous Marin.

WASHINGTON — The sea­ 
son of hope and giving is a 
good time to examine how the 
political parties followed up 
their 1956 convention plat­ 
form promises, made so easily 
as they chose their candidates 
for President. 
After three years of effort 
by a Republican administra­ 
tion and a Democratic-control­ 
led Congress, most pledges 
are yet to be redeemed. 
Congressional Quarterly ex­ 
amined the 1956 platforms, 
plank by plank, and then trac­ 
ed specific action — or inac­ 
tion — in each field. Here is 
a summary of the highlights. 
THE ONE clear-cut promise 
kept was that of statehood for 
Hawaii and Alaska. Both par­ 
ties endorsed statehood. Alas­ 
ka became the 49th state of 
the union in 1958 and Hawaii 
the 50th this year. 
Both parties promised “full 
parity” for farmers, but the 
farmers’ parity ration stood 
at 82 in 1957, 85 in 1958 and 
81 for the first 11 months of 
1959. 
Parity is the ratio between 
prices paid by farmers and 
• prices received by farmers for 
their agricultural products. A 
compromise conservation re­ 
serve program was passed and 
signed, fulfilling in part an­ 
other promise made by both 
parties. 


• NEITHER PARTY lived 
up to its pledge to provide fed- 
eral aid to school construction. 
The Republican p l a t f o r m 
urged a five-year f e d e r a l 
school construction program. 
Although the President asked 
for construction aid in 1957, 
he did not mention it in 1958 
and, in 1959, he changed the 
request to one for federal sup­ 
port for local school bonds. 
The Democratic platform 
also pledged “federal fiancing 
to assist states and local com- 
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munities to build schools.” 
But the House in 1959 killed 
a school construction bill. A 
Democratic - sponsored c o n ­ 
struction bill is now bottled 
up in the Democratic-control- 
led House Rules Committee. 


• Both platforms contained 
general pledges to extend civil 
rights and eliminate discrim­ 
ination. In 
1957, Congress 
passed its first civil rights 
legislation in 75 years, with 
the vigor pus support of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower. D e s p i t e 
pressure for further c i v i l 
rights legislation in 1959, the 
only action was extension for 
two years of the Civil Rights 
Commission, which was set up 
in the 1957 bill. 


• T H E D E M O C R A T S ’ 
promise to labor was deliver­ 
ed in reverse. In 1956, the 
Democratic platform said “we 
unequivocally advocate repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley Act . . 
The labor reform bill passed 
this year included four pro­ 
visions specifically strength­ 
ening the Taft-Hartley Art; a 
majority of Democrats voted 
for it. 
The Republicans promised 
to “revise and improve” Taft- 
Hartley. They strongly sup­ 
ported the 1959 labor reform 
bill, which also contained a 
“bill of rights” for union mem­ 
bers. 


. 
• BOTH PARTIES followed 
through on their pledges to 
continue 
foreign 
aid. 
The 
Democrats promised a “realis­ 
tic reappraisal” of the foreign 
aid program. 
Early in 1957, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
completed an exhaustive study 
of foreign aid. Among other 
things, it recommended a re­ 
volving fund for development 
loans, which was set up. How­ 
ever, effort to put the Devel­ 
opment Loan Fund oh a long­ 
term basis met with resistance 
first in Congress and later in 
the administration and t h e 
DLF still must get year-to- 
year appropriations. 
Congress and the adminis­ 
tration have one more year 
in which to follow through 
on the many other pledges 
made in 1956.

Congress Will Face Demands For 


Tighter Control On Firearms 


“Damn it all,” mourned the 
boss, “she is!” 


Before the next session of 
Congress is far along, there 
will be a strong demand by 
law enforcement agencies and 
public opinion generally to 
tighten control over the pri­ 
vate possession of firearms. 
Attention will be focused 
on howr teen-age gangs, as well 
as professional criminals, can 
get their hands on all kinds 
of lethal weapons. 
Congress will need to take 
care, I think, not to pass in­ 
discriminately a lot of restric­ 
tions which either cannot be 
enforced or which can pos­ 
sibly do more harm than 
good. 


I AM NOT suggesting that* 
no new legislation is in order. 
There are two sides to this 
matter and neither should be 
lightly dismissed. They pre­ 
sent a dilemma which must 
be resolved prudently. 
T h e r e is the need to 
protect people from illicit or 
incompetent use of firearms 
and there is the need to pre­ 
serve the citizen’s right to pro­ 
tect himself and to úse wea­ 
pons responsibly for recrea­ 
tion. 


This points out the basic 
difference in the two view­ 
points which bear upon the 
regulation of firearms among 
those who stress the danger 
in widespread ownership of 
such weapons and those who 
see the danger in the lack of 
a well-armed citizenry trained 
in their proper use. 


THE INCREASE in juve­ 
nile violence has g r e a t l y 
strengthened the demand for 
«tricter general supervision of 


the ownership of lethal wea­ 
pons. 
New York Supreme Court 
Justice John E. Cone, who 
heads a committee to ban 
teen-age weapons, told a Sen­ 
ate Judiciary investigation of 
juvenile delinquency t h a t 
nearly 700 youths aged 16 
through 20 had been arrested 
in New York City in 1958 for 
possessing 
dangerous 
wea­ 
pons, an increase of almost 
700 per cent since 1940. 
A survey of 133 distributors 
of switchblades showed that 
75 per cent of their mail or­ 
ders come from juveniles un­ 
der 20; more than two-fifths 
of the group were between 
the ages of 11 and 15. 
Guns are widely advertised 
for shipment to individual 
p u r c h a s e r s in periodicals 
which appeal to teen-agers. 
The prices are often within 
the reach of their pocket- 
books. Although firearms are 
barred from the U.S. mails, 
orders for them may be trans­ 
mitted by mail. 


THE NATIONAL Rifle Asso­ 
ciation and various sports­ 
men’s organization argue that 
over-restrictive laws on the 
ownership of firearms make 
it harder for law-abiding per­ 
sons to defend themselves and 
deprive the nation of valuable 
skills. 
But the National Rifle As­ 
sociation proposes one piece 
of legislation which might 
usefully be carried further. It 
favors a law which is now in 
effect in a dozen streets ahd 
which requires that the appli­ 
cant for a hunter’s license 
pass a course in safe gun han­ 
dling before he can legally 
possess a hunting weapon.

Fewer Acres 
In Marin Hit 
By Fire In '59 


Only 583 acres of grass and 
brush lands were fire-black­ 
ened 
in 
the 
unincorporated 
areas of Marin this year. Coun­ 
ty Fire Chief Charles R. Reilley 
reported today — 1.154 fewer 
acres than were scorched in the 
much wetter year of 1958. 
Reilley praised the ability of 
fire 
departm ents 
throughout 
the county and. fire-conscious 
Marin 
residents for nipping 
many potential conflagrations 
in. the bud. 
NO MAJOR FIRES 
With a drought that extended 
from March through December, 
Marin escaped without any ma­ 
jor brush or forest fires. 
“We were very lucky,” said 
Reilley, “but in the main, we 
must give credit where credit is 
due. It goes to the fire depart­ 
ments and to the people of the 
county who were quick to re­ 
port fires and. who becam e ter­ 
rifically conscious of th e fire 
hazard as the dry season wore 
on.” 
But the fire chief 
warned 
Marinites not to relax their vig­ 
ilance even though the “fire 
season” was officially ended 
Dec. 24. He listed six rules that 
continue in effect even though 
open fires are now- permitted 
in unincorporated areas.

1. No burning n ear build­ 
ings, fences or other inflam m a­ 
ble structures. 
2. Hose must be attached to 
faucet in area of burning. 
3. No 
burning 
on 
windy 
days. 
4. All open fires must be out 
by 5 p.m.—none permitted af­ 
ter dark. 
5. Open fires must never be 
left unattended. 
6. Perm its are still required 
for extensive burning involving 
trees and debris by contractors 
and large brush piles by private 
residents.
